ENORMOUS THRONG 
HEARS CEREMONY 


Flags Are Raised From 


Half Staff in Honor of 
Latest Royal Leader 
During Ceremony.

LONDON, Jan. #22.—(/)—Edward 
VIII was proclaimed king today and 
began the 309th rule of the British 
people since the Norman conquest. 

From his lonely throne, the 41-year- 
old bachelor, with a new solemnity 
because of his responsibilities, plunged 
into — affairs of state. He confer- 
red with Prime Minister Stanley Bald- 
win and then sadly returned to Sand- 
ringham. 

There his dead father, George V, at- 
tended by simple country folk, rests 
in the little parish church, Tomorrow 
his body will be brought to London 
by special train, arriving at 2:45 p. m. 

It will lie in state in Westminster 
hall until Monday night. Burial with 
a great state funeral ceremonial will 
take place Tuesday at Windsor. 

Publicly Proclaimed. 

From the baléony of St. James’ 
palace, at Charing Cross, again at 
Temple Bar, and finally at the Royal 
Exchange, in the heart of the city of 
London, the new king was publicly 
proclaimed, : 

Ten thousand troops lined the 
streets while picturesque. trumpéters 
sounded a fanfare and a AI-gun sa- 
lute boomed in the honor of the man 
who symbolizes empire unity. 

And the words of the ancient proc- 
lamation were carried throughout the 
mighty empire, embracing every eon- 
tinent, by wireless—a modern touch 
to the picturesque medieval proceed- 
ings. Many of Edward’s 500,000,000 
subjects head them. 

The bereaved royal family circle, 
except for the grandchildren, Prin- 
cesses Elizabeth and Margaret Rose, 
was completed at Sandringham tonight 
with the arrival of the newly-pro- 
claimed monarch and other members 
of the family 

Tomorrow Edward VIII, accompan- 
ied by his three brothers, will walk 
behind a gum-carriage bearing his 
father to Wolferton station, near 
Sandringham. From there the funeral 
train will steam out at noon. 

The coffin will rest in a coach 
painted in black and purple. The 
train will be pulled by the “King 
George V.“ an express engine which 
was displayed in the United States 
some years ago.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Jan. 22.— 
( — Thousands of former Bolivian 
soldiers, now prisoners in concentra- 
tion camps in Paraguay, rejoiced to- 
day over the news that they soon 
would be repatriated. 

The decision granting their freedom 
was reached yesterday in Buenos 
Aires when representatives of Para- 
guay and Bolivia signed a protocol 
bringing to an official close the long 
war in the Chaco which was ended by 
armistice last year. 


Deaths, Injuries Recorded 
as Thermometer Drops 
to New Low. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—(?)—HBitter, 
blasting cold froze the middle west to- 
night-in a polar invasion which shat- 
tered weather records in widely sepa- 
rated areas and threatened to estab- 
lish still lower temperatures in the 
next 24 hours. 

In the frozen wake of the winds 
and snow, which swept from Nebraska 
as far east as Pennsylvania, were im- 


ping, and death. 

At least 19 persons lost their lives 
in the worst cold wave of many years, 
frigidity which drove the temperature 
down as far as 55 below zero on the 
bridge linking International Falls, 
Minn., with Canada.

EDWARD BROTHERS 
VISIT KING'S BIER 


Body Will Be Taken to 
London Today for Fu- 
neral Preparations.

SANDRINGHAM, England, Jan. 

22.— Edward VIII and his brothers, 
the Dukes of York and Gloucester, 
walked tonight to Sandringham’s lit- 
tle parish church to kneel in silence 
before the oaken coffin of their father, 
King George V, of England. 

It was the last night for the newly- 
proclaimed ruler of the British empire 
to be alone with bis sire in the candle 
lit chapel where George so often wor- 
shipped. 

Tomorrow the body will be taken 
to London for all the panoply of a 
state funeral, 

The reverent visit of the dead 
king’s sons followed quickly upon 
their simple home-coming to Sandring- 
ham house from London, where Ed- 
ward was today publicly proclaimed 
king of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
British dominions beyond the seas, de- 
fender of the faith and emperor of 
India. 

Family Circle Completed. 

The arrival of the Duchess of York 
and the Duke and Duchess of Glouces- 
ter, for the first time since prior to 


the late king’s fatal illness, completed 
the family circle here, save for 
George’s grandchildren. 

Both Gloucester and the Duchess of 
York had been ill, themselves, in Lon- 
don. 

Soon after the great gates of San- 
dringham house closed on the bereaved 
family, the new king caused a wreath 
to be placed in the chancel of the 
church, alongside the bier. 

The simple casket itself, inscribed 
merely: George Frederick Ernest Al- 
bert Windsor, 1865-1936,” still was 


| decked with a single white floral piece, 


although the porch of the chapel .was 
banked with blossoms brought by the 
sorrowing villagers who, during the 
day, were permitted to pay their final 
tributes. 

So many came during the day that 
police marshaled them in a line four 
deep. It stretched around the old moss- 
covered walls of the church toward 
the Norfolk gate, a quarter of a mile 


away.

Clad in their Sunday black, four 
workmen of the great Norfolk estate 
stood stiffly at the four corners of the 
bier. A half-dozen Norfolk constables 
peered carefully at each visitor to 
make sure he was wearing the “decent

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LAVAL'S GABINET 
QUITS IN FRANCE 


President Lebrun Unable 
To Find New Premier; 
Financial Crisis Feared 


PARIS, Jan, 22.—()—Pierre Lav- 
al’s “save the franc” French cabinet 
reached its long-expected collapse to- 
day, precipitating a serious govern- 
mental crisis. : 

President Albert Lebrun began at 
once to seek a new premier, but par- 
liamentary sources feared the search 
would be long and tedious. The dan- 
ger of grave “financial and foreign 


Marin, who refused to sign the cabi- 
net’s collective resigna tion. 

M. Laval and two other prospec- 
tive premiers refused the job late to- 
day and it was announced officially 
that M. Lebrun would wait until 
morning to continue his efforts to 


find a suftable man. The radical so- 
cialist, Albert Sarraut, who was pre- 
mier for a month in 1983, was ex- 
pectad to be the next to be consulted. 
There were prospects Marcel Keg- 
nier, erstwhile minister of finance, 
might be called upon at length to 
become premier and stave off devalua- 
tion until a new chamber of deputies 
is chosen in the spring. 
Laval Also Quits. 

M. Laval, who had held the reins 
of French government for the com- 
paratively lengthy period of seven and 
one-half months, quit with the rest of 
his ninistry when Eduard Herriot and 
three other radical-socialist ministers 
abandoned the government because of 
their party's condemnation of the 
premier’s policies, domestic and for- 
eign. 

One of the reascns for the dominant 
1 hostility to Laval was what

M. Laval put the blame for the 
cabinet’s collapse squarely on the radi- 
cal-socialists. He took the ministers 
directly from a cabinet meeting in 
the Quai D’Orsay to the Elysee Pal- 
A 


ce. 

There, under gala trappin g; strung 
for a diplomatic ball which was can- 
celled with the death of King George 
V of England, the independent premier 
let his cabinet fall apart in front of 
the president. 

First he received the resignations of 
the four radical-socialists: then he 
handed the entire cabinet’s resigna- 
tion to M. brun.

Congress received the administration’s 
new two-year farm program today 
with immediate constitutional misgiv- 
ings over the proposed federal sub- 
sidy for vcluntary production control 
through scientific use of land. 

Identical bills were introduced in 
both houses, designed to confer vir- 
tually unlimited powers upon the sec- 
retary of agriculture to pay growers 
out of a $440,000,000 appropriation 
to come later in a separate measure, 

Senator Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, author of the compulsory cotton 
control act now under fire in the 
supreme court, offered the AAA sub- 
stitute bill in the senate. It was re- 
ferred to the agricultural committee, 
which will begin initial consideration 
tomorrow. 

Chairman Jones, democrat, Texas, 
of the house agriculture committee, 
introduced the same proposal in the 
house after his committee had given 


the question cursory examination in 
an executive session which will be re- 
sumed tomorrow. 

Even supporters of the bill conceded 
it faced a long and rough road as 
some members of both houses contend- 
ed it was just as unconstitutional 
as the AAA, in the light of the su- 
preme court decision.

As a member of the national board 

of the Young Women’s Christian Asso- 


ciation, the National Welfare Com- 


mittee and the National League of 
Women Voters, Miss Razovsky became 
interested in immigration laws of this 
country. 

The Kerr bill, shé said, will rectify 
two principal points of weakness in 
our immigration laws. It will permit 
deportation of criminal aliens who 
have been convicted of violation of 
state laws such‘as carrying concealed 


weapons and narcotic violations. Un- 


der the present Jaw, deportation is not 
possible unless the offender crossed a 


state border.

No wiser selection of a permanent 
chairman could be made. 

The members of the committee, 
representing every congressional 
distriet in the state, are likewise 
loyal supporters of their party lead- 
ers and intimately familiar with po- 
litical conditions throughout the 
state.

THE FHA “CLINIC” 

At the unique “insured mortgage 
clinic’ to be conducted in Atlanta 
from January 27 to February 1, 
home-owners, or would-be home- 
owners, will be able to secure in- 
formation as to how they can se- 
cure, on a basis suitable to even 
modest incomes, a new and modern 
dwelling. 


In order that the public will be 
informed of the purposes of the 
clinic, a2 mass meeting will be held 
on Monday, at which Julian Boehm, 
leading Atlanta civic workér, will 
preside and several prominent offi- 
cials from Washington will speak. 
At this meeting every property 
owner, or those wishing to acquire 
a home, can ascertain whether the 
FHA plan can be applied in their 
ease. There will also be held Mon- 
day a dinner to be attended by the 
members of the building trades in 
the city in which this group may 
be acquainted with thé program and 
their united support enlisted. 

The percentage of vacant homes 
in Atlanta is one of the lowest 
among all the cities of the country 
and, as a rule, the average condition 
of the homes of the city is poorer 
than for the country as a whole. 
Under the FHA plan, home-own- 
ers secure their money from local 
banks and the banks ate pro- 
tected by federal insurance on each 
loan, Already many Georgians have 
been able to secure long-desired im- 
provements on their homes, or been 
able to build new ones, and the 
banks have been given a new and 
safe méthod of investment of their 
Surplus funds. 

The FHA plan has not been made 
use of by as many Atlantans as 
should have been, chiefly because 
there has been a lack of knowledge 
of the details of the program. Next 
week’s clinic is for the purpose of 
bringing this information to the 
public generally and it should be 
largely attended by those who would 
modernize their present. homes or 
build new ones.

Missing People. 


It is being suggested that a more 
complete machinery should be created, 
in order to make it easier than it is 
today to trace people who simply dis- 
appear. There are more than 14,000 
of these every year in Paris, 10,000 
of which are young women and girls. 
Of these, it is estimated, almost halt 
are never heard of again. To be sure, 
some such machinery exists already, 
and the romantically minded will think 
of the morgue, where a never-ending 
stream of visitors goes and comes 
night and day to identify the dead of 
the day. Besides this, there ig an of- 
fice which makes inquiries on behalf 
of relatives, and has the hospital reg- 
isters, the police reports and other 
sources of information at its disposal, 
Naturally, the most difficult cases are 
those vf people who wish to disappear, 
and here an obstacle is set by the 
Severe conception of individual liberty 
which exists in France. Addresses, 
supposing them to be known to the 
authorities, are not communicated 
even to relatives—and in no case to 
strangers—unless with the consent of 
the person concerned. The only ex- 
ception are divorce petitions, when 
the petition has already been filed, 
alimony, and paternity claims, and 
finally, legacies. ; 

With regard to the last, the notary, 
but not a private person, is given the 
address of the legatee. With regard 
to the remainder, the information can 
either be obtained by the petitioner, 
or his legal representative. Within 
these limits the “Family Inquiry Of- 
fice,” as it is called, does a certain 
amount of detective work, such as 
searching the hotel and boarding-house 
slips, which must be filled in by every- 
one in France to be handed to the 
police. But as, virtually no precau- 
tions are taken to prevent these slips 
being filled in with false names, the 
task is not easy, and it is proposed 
that complete registers of all inhabi- 
tants, such as exist in Holland and 
Germany for instance, be made and 
kept up. 


Mark Twain’s Philosophy. 


When Mark Twain, whose memory 
is being celebrated all over the world 
just now, was offered an honorary 
degree of doetor of literature by the 
University of Oxford, he éxpressed 
mild surprise to a friend and said: 
I really didn’t know that I had ever 
doctored’ any. literature. That was 
one of his milder expressions. His 
voleanic nature exploded often in a 
different manner. Mark Twain was 
a very fierce heretic. The fact is not 


over in America. In his early years 
he was more or less muzzled by his 
wife’s timid conventionality and by the 
prevalent fundamentalism of contem- 
porary American public opinion. He 
felt himself at first hopelessly out- 
voted. As his Satan says to a fresh 
batch of arrivals from Chicago who 
were grumbling about arrangements 
it. their new abode, possibly about the 
central heating, “The trouble with you 
folks from Chicago is that you think 
you are the most important people 
down here—whereas you are only the 
most numerous.” As he grew older 
he became more outspokenly careless 
and reacted strangély to the religious 
instruction, which he claimed had been 
forced upon him. But he never hard- 
ened into sterile cynicism, although 
such expressions as “The altar-cloth 
of one epoch becomes the door-mat of 
the next” brought him very near it. 
But the rigid dogmas into which tradi- 
tional orthodoxy had petrified and set 
had become to him. in his later years, 
just so much dead wood, and he saw 
its conventional paradise peopled only 
by a “white-robed host of hosannah- 
ing ignoramuses.“

Phyllis requests information on al- 
cohol as a stimulant and as a 
cine. ; | 

That's easy. Alcohol is lot a stimu- 
lant. It is a depressant and a nar- 
cotic, but it never stimulates. 

There is no scientific or even com- 
mon sense argument to support the 
nation that alcohol has any health 
value. 

The use of alcohol by physicians, 
as narcotic or as fuel in a limited de- 
gree, is strictly a medical question, 
not. one which school children can 
discuss or debate intelligently or to 
advantage. I think some of the fun- 
py things we were taught as school 
children, concerning alcohol, were in- 
jurious, and the plain truth properly 
taught might have done good. 

If the school children must have 
arguments about the effects vf alcoho 
—physicians and scientific folk in 
general have no arguménts about it— 
the chapter on alcohol in fisher and 
Fisk’s “How to Live” (Funk & Wag- 
nalls, publisher) will give them con- 
sidera ble ammunition. This book is 
available in every library. 

When a dose of alcohol is la 
enough to cause any appreciable 
change in the circulation it is invari- 
ably in the nature of depression rather 
than stimulation. For instance the 
brief sensation of iftcreased warmth 
and the surface flushing are due to 
depression of the vasomotor nerves 
which control the arterioles, the min- 
ute vessels relax and the warm bl 
from the vital centers and internal 
organs rushes to the surface where it 
remains longer than it should. That in 
part accounts for the well-known sus- 
ceptibility to freezing when a person 
exposed to séyere cold takes alcohol in 
any form. A. f. imagines it is 
“warming him up:“ in fact it is dissi- 
pating his vital t. Aleohol warms 
you up about as well as a dose of 
pepper does.

any form. For a time the control is 
poor, a d the individual chatters and 
talks rather senselessly. Neither the 
vigor nor the depth of thought is in- 
creased (as the d.f. under the influ- 
ence of alcohol imagines); on the 
contrary alcoho] benumbs the activity 
of mental processes, makes the indi- 
vidual incapable of working out & 
problem which, sober, he could handle 
well enough.

Hentz is chairman of a committee from 
the Atlanta council, which will name 
Mr. Dobsongs successor.

I don’t think it is unconstitutional 
personally, but under the AAA deci- 
sion it is unconstitutional. That is 
the law now.” 

Senator McNary, of Oregon, the re- 
publican leader, said: 

Jam not sure this proposal comes 
clear of constitutional complications. 
The secretary of agriculture is given 
power to make payments to producers 
who curtail their production though 
no means for benefit payments are 
specified. 

“I hope some plan may be evolved 
that will be permanent and free from 
unconstitutional suspicion.” 

Secretary Wallace told his press con- 
ference, however, that he believed 
the bill constitutional. He declined 
comment on specific porvisions. 

MeNary has introduced a three-way 
optional plan to bring a higher price 
for farm products through application 
of the equalization fee, export deben- 
ture or domestic allotment plan. The 
principle of the domestic allotment 
plan is contained in the new admin- 
istration bill. 

But the three-way proposal’s con- 
stitutionality also has been challenged. 
as well as another McNary bill, ap- 
proved by committee. authorizing an 
appropriation of $300,000,000 to pay 
farmers for AAA acreage reduction 
contracts entered into before the su- 
preme court decision. 

“Moral Obligation.” 

Most senators agreed that the $300,- 
000,000 bill. or an administration- 
suggested appropriation of $237,000. 
000, will eventually pass to discharge 
what they term a “moral obligation” 
to farmers.

It would broaden the declaration of 
policy in that act by asserting “deple- 
tion of the soil and the improper use 
of the soil resources of the nation im- 
pede the orderly flow of agricultural!

tional welfare.” 

With a definite prohibition against 
entering into contracts “binding upon 
producers,” the secretary bf agricul- 
ture would be authorized to “make 
payments or grant other aid to agri- 
cultural producers based upon: 

“1. Their acreage of soil improving 
or erosion preventing crops. 

“2. Their acreage of crop land. 

“3. Changes in the use of their 
land. 

“4. A percentage of their normal 
production of any one or more agri- 
cultural commodities designated by the 
secretary which equals that percentage 
of the normal national production of 
such commodities required for domes- 
tic consumption.” 

No Written Pact. 


Although written agreements would 
be banned in an effort to bolster con- 
stitutionality, any . to the 
farmer would be conditioned upon his 
maintaining “such acreage of erosion- 
preventing or soil improvement crops, 
or such acreage or production of agri- 
cultural commodities designated by the 
secretary, or upon such utilization of 
land, as the secretary finds has tended 
to further the pur s of this act.” 

Entitled the “soil conservation and 
domestic allotment act,” the bill would 
permit administration by the present 
AAA personnel without regard to civil 
service requirements established under 


the soil conservation act of 1935. 


It also would make the head of the 
agriculture department sole reviewer 
and auditor of payments made to 
farmers. This provision was inter- 
preted by some senators, including Me- 
Nary, as an attempt to avoid delay in 
making payments by denying the usual 
auditing power to Comptroller Gen- 
eral McCarl. 

Purposes Broadened. 

The measure would apply to con- 
tinental United States, Alaska, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico. It broadens the 
purposes of the 1935 soil conservation 
law to include: 

“Preservation and improvement of 
soil fertility, promotion of the eco- 
nomic use of land, diminution of ex- 
ploitation and unprofitable use of na- 
tional soil resources, provision for and 
maintenance of a continuous and sta- 
ble supply of agricultural commodities 
adequate co meet domestic and foreign 
consumer requirements at prices fair 
to both producers and consumers 
thereof, and _ re-establishment and 
a of farm purchasing 


W Bankhead planned to 
speed the program along by propos- 
ing the $440,000,000 authorization as 
an amendment to the independent of- 
ficer appropriation bill, the senate ap- 
propriations committee decided 
unanimously to hold up such an ef- 
fort until congress disposes of the 
new farm legislation. 

Chairman Glass, democrat, Virginia, 
said the $440,000,000 proposal was 
plainly not germane and some even 
contended it would not be in order 
on the independent offices measure 
after passage of the farm Dill. If 
not, a two-thirds vote to suspend the 
rules would be required to take it on. 

McNary predicted a sharp fight in 
committee and on the floor on the 
new legislation, Chairman Smith, 
democrat, South Carolina, of the sen- 
ate agriculture committee, who usual- 
ly inttoduces farm bills approved by 
the administration, would not com- 
ment on it. He is understood to be 
only lukewarm for it, if in favor at 


all. 
Damage Lacking. 

Bankhead would not make a fore- 
cast on its constitutionality, but con- 
tended: there was no way for it to be 
taken to the courts because no one 
could show any damage. He also ar- 
gued its validity was strengthened by 
the omission of any taxes and formal 
contracts with producers. 

Among comments by members of 
the house committee, who sent out 
for a copy of the Hoosac mills deci- 
sion invalidating AAA during a ses- 
sion behind closed doors in which they 
studied the bill: 

Representative Hope, republican, 
Kansas: “As a stop gap it seems to 
be satisiactory. But there are a lot 
of different ideas I have relative to 
a permanent program. I think this 
should be limited to one year instead 
of two. Something ought to be done 
right away and this is probably all 
that can be done.” 

Representative Marshall, republican, 
Ohio: “If this hill is enacted in its 

resent form the congress, in my opin- 
on, will know less about its admin- 
istration and how the program is be- 
ing handled than it did about the for- 
mer administration. The question of 
constitutionality is in my opinion still 
involved in this measure. While the 
bill prohibits contracts in advance, it 
consists of an offer that becomes a 
contract upon fulfillment by the farm- 
er, and I can’t see much difference.”

FATAL 
TOR... STOVAL 


Constitution Scribe at Vien- 
na for 60 Years Dies 
in Macon. 


VIENNA, Ga., Jan. 22.—Burns 
sustained in his home here last night 
after his bed was set on fire by a 
heating pad, were fatal today te Dr. 
Charles Theodore Stovall, 78, the At- 
lanta Constitution’s oldest correspond- 
ent in point of service, he having 
served in that capacity for 60 years. 

Members of Dr. Stovall's family 
were awakened last night about 11 
o'clock by an alarm from his room 
and his son, Ernest, rushed to the 
bedside and in an attempt to extin- 

ish the flames, his hands were bad- 
y burned. 

Dr. Stovall was rushed to a Macon 
hospital where he died this afternoon 
at o'clock.

Funeral plans have not been an- 
nounced. 

Dr. Stovall became The Constitu- 
tion’s Vienna correspondent 60 years 
ago, and since that time he has held 
an unbroken record as local news re- 
porter on that paper. His first 
“story” sent to The Constitution was 
the report of a legal execution here 
at which he served as a guard. 

In reminiscing recently upon his 60 
years as correspondent for The Con- 
stitution, Dr. Stovall recalled the,many 
changes that have taken place in every- 
thing, and especially in the manner 
of handling news. 

“When I first sent news to The 
Constitution,” the doctor said, “trans- 
portation was slow. We had the mails 
and some telegraphy, but I have lived 
to see fast trains, airplanes and wires 
and even the air alone, used to carry 
news and photographs that appear 
daily in our papers.” 

The son of a physician, Dr. Stovall 
took up the study of medicine early 
and graduated from the Atlanta Med- 
ical College in 1879. He soon estab- 
lished himself as a successful practi- 
tioner, engaging also in the drug 
business here from 1884 to 1901. He 
also took an active part in the civic 
and social life of the town and county. 


Since retiring from active practice 
a number of years ago, Dr. Stovall 
has given his time to reading and 
writing, compiling his recollections of 
the town and county. 
Becoming interested in  philately 
many years ago, he had an interesting 
collection of stamps. Among his relics 
are bills of all denominations issued 
by the Confederacy, also a number of 
the “shinplasters” used by the federal 
government during the Civil War. 
In 1878, Dr. Stovall married Miss 
Mildred Wells Forbes. They rounded 
out their 56th year together. Three 
sons were born to them, Rupert, 
Ernest and Carl Stovall. Ernest and 
Rupert survive. The former lives here 
and the latter resides at Fort Lauder- 
dale, Fla.

received with varying reaction. 

The Governor, financial dictator of 
the state government because the 1935 
legislature failed to pass an appropri- 
ations bill for 1935 and 1936, says 
the real constitutional democrats are 
for a conservative program of gov- 
ernment.

The king, who broke tradition b 
flying here yesterday, the first Brit 
ruler to travel by air, had planned 
to return to Sandringham the same 
way but threatening weather pre- 
vented. . 

Accompanied by the Duke and 
Duchess of York and the Duke and 
Duchess of Gloucester, he left by 
train at 2:37 p. m. and arrived at 
Wolferton shortly after 5:30 p. m. 
They proceeded to Sandringham 
automobile to rejoin the widowed 
Queen Mother Mary. 

After the proclamation was read at 
St. James’, there was a minute of 
silence and then 41 guns in salute 
to the new king. The royal standard 
was ruh up over Buckingham palace, 


As this first proclamation ceremony 
ended the new king was seen momen- 
tarily to appear at a high window ad- 
joining the balcony, crimson bung, 

The official proclamation party, in 
carriages drawn by teams of five and 
escorted by lifeguards, drove to Char- 
ing Cross, then to Temple Bar to 
read the proclamation. 

When it moved to Temple Bar, in 
the heart of old London, the group 
sought and gained admission in ac- 
cordance with the “ancient usages and 
customs of the city oz London.” 

“Who comes there?” challenged the 
lord mayor of London’s advance guard. 

“The officer of arms, who de- 
mands entrance to the city to pro- 
claim the king,” was the reply. 

A barrier of silken cord was drop- 
ped and the party advanced to meet 
the lord mayor, the pursuivant crying, 
“The | king is dead! Long live the 


king! . 

The proclamation also was made in 
thé dominions, in India and various 
colonies, and counties and municipal 
boroughs throughout the United King- 


dom. 
Crowds Clad in Black. 

Vast crowds, clad in black, were 
at the four traditional points here 
where the proclamation was read, 
Flags were raised from half-staff in 
honor of the new king. 

Twelfth-century habits were worn 
by members of the college of heralds, 
who acted as king of arms, heralds 
and pursuivants.

High Honor Paid G eorgia Regiment 


When It Paraded Before George V 


It was on May 11, 1918, that King 
George V, of England, reviewed the 
only Georgia régiment ever to pass in 
parade before a British monarch, 

That regiment was the 825th in- 
fantry, of the Eighty-sec8nd division, 
trained at Camp Gordon and com- 
manded by Colonel Walter Whitman, 
himself a Georgian, Practically every 
one of its officers, commissioned and 
non-commissi "ed, were Georgia boys, 
many of them Atlantans. The offi- 
cers were almost all graduates from 
the officers’ training camps establish- 
ed at Fort MeéPherson soon after 
America entered the World War for 
the intensive training of suitable of- 
ficer material for the armies yet to 
be created. 

As the regiment paraded on that 
historic day in London, with bayonets 
fixed and following their own band, 
King George turned to Colonel Whit- 
man, the commander and asked, with 
amazement sounding in his voice: 

King A 

“Colonel, are there many more men 
such as these in America?’ 

History does not record the colonel’s 
reply. 

The 325th infantry was not only 
the sole Georgia regiment to be re- 
viewed by the king, but it also has the 
distinction of being the only foreign 
regiment ever to parade through Lon- 
don with bayonets fixed. 

The king reviewed the troops as 
they marched past Buckingham pal- 
ace. With him was Queen Mary, the 
Duke of Connaught, Major General 
Biddle, American military attache, and 
other dignitaries. 

The rank and file of the regiment 


were mainly boys from New York and 
Pennsylvania, brought to New York 
by the draft. But swinging along be- 
side them were the sergeants, the cor- 
porals, the lieutenants, captains and 
majors, boys who had been, not long 
before, undergraduates at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, at Georgia Tech and 
in the other colleges and in the hig» 
schools f Georgia. 

Boys who were familiar figures on 
Peachtree and Ponce de Leon, sons o 
distinguished Atlanta families and 
sons. of other families less known but 
none the less worthy. 

Proud Georgia Names, + 

Maddox, Connolly, Beck, elton, 
Howell, McWhorter and scores of 
other good old Georgia names are 
found upon the old roster. 

Two days later, on May 13, the 
325th moved over into France. Soon 
they were to receive their baptism o 
fire..in front-line trenches and a lit- 
tle later they were to play + mighty 
part in the great battle of the Ar- 
gonne, the fight in which America 
finally broke the backbone of Ger- 
man resistance. 

Many of those young Georgians did 
not come home again, but many more 
are today familiar figures once again 
in the professional, business and s0- 
cial life of Atlanta. 

And they all, in the days that have 
come since those times of war, have 
said, casually, “When my regiment 
paraded before the king—” 

It is a proud record and cccupies 
no small place in the prideful history 
of a lorious regimental unit in 
America s armies of democracy.

Talmadge’s Move May At 
tract Reactionary Element, 
Milton Declares. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—(4)—The 
southern states were pictured tonight 
by George Fort Milton, editor of the 
Chattanooga News, as an American 
frontier where important social, eco- 
nomic and political advances are in 
progress. 

Substitution for farm tenancy of a 
system of farm owners who would 
abandon production of cotton or any 
other one crop for a program of di- 
versified agriculture was proposed as 
a means toward economic salvation 
of a section predominantly agricul- 
tural, 

Education toward higher levels: of 
intelligence and skill, the speaker said 
might abolish many industrial ills and 
do away with the underlying cause 
of such..occurrences as lynchings. 

Politically, Milton, who spoke be- 
fore the Institute of Arts and Sei- 
ences of Columbia University, found 
the south eager to have a two-party 
systen but lacking a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for traditional loyalty to the 
democratic party. 

He said demagogs had risen and 
found followings in the south because 
the people believe themselves exploited 
and gladly follow those who attack 
the rich and the powerful to whom 
they have transferred their resentment 
against an unjust system. 

“There is an aching void for a sec- 
ond — he said, but the south- 
ern republicans, a sad travesty of a 
party, cannot fill it. The thousands 
of geographical democrats | remain 
without another place to go.” 

He added that recent moves by Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge, of Georgia, 
toward forming a new party to chal- 
lenge President Roosevelt might at- 
tract reactionaries and lay the frame- 
work for a division between the south’s 
liberal and conservative groups and, 
“if so it would go far to counter-bal- 
ance the bad of the Talmadge enter- 
prise.” 

Evils of the tenant system were de- 
scribed as making farming in the south 
“not a way of life but an extractive 
process.” The TVA was praised as 
“en enheartening example to the 
south and to the whole United States.”

Alcatraz prison’s first “revolt” began 
to wither today under severe discipline 
and bread-and-water diets, but Warden 
James A. Johnston said 78 of the dan- 


lious mood. 

The warden reported 25 of the 100 
prisoners who “struck”: Monday for 
more privileges had given up the idea 
and agreed to obey prison rules. 

„Conditions are considerably improv- 
ed,” said Johnston. 

We are attempting to get the ring- 
leaders. We expect to sort out more 
men today and probably the rest by to- 
morrow.’ 

Transbay ferry passengers reported 
seeing more than the usual number 
of guards about the fortress-like feder- 
al prison for incorrigible criminals, 
but Warden Johnston said he had not 
called for any additional personnel to 
deal with the situation. 

The strike caused the shutdown of 
the big laundry plant where much 
linen used by persons in government 
service is washed. Rebellious pris- 
oners booed and cat-called as guards 
locked them in individual cells and 
solitary confinement cubicles. 

Prison attendants refused to dis- 
cuss a published report that ferry 
passengers had heard sounds from 
the island resembling the “yammer- 
ing of men.’ 

Government regulations require all 
boats to keep at least 200 yards from 
the island. The recalcitrant prison- 
ers were behind thick walls which 
ordinarily yield no sound andible on 
the ferry decks. 

The prison’s 259 immates include 
“Scarface” Al Capone.

Bureau, said the situation was well 
in hand and no further trouble was 
expected.
